This is a decision on the petition, filed June 29, 2010, which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 
1.8(b), requesting withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

This application was held abandoned for failure to timely respond to the Office action of December 08, 
2009, which set a three (3) month shortened statutory period for reply. Accordingly, a reply was due on 
or before March 08, 2010. 

Petitioner asserts that a timely reply was submitted via facsimile on March 08, 2010. A review of the 
Office records indicates that a response was received in the Office on March 08, 2010, which would have 
rendered the reply timely if received.

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(1) Informs the Office of the previous mailing or transmission of 
the correspondence promptly after becoming aware that the 
Office has no evidence of receipt of the correspondence; 

(2) Supplies an additional copy of the previously mailed or transmitted 
correspondence and certificate; and 

(3) Includes a statement which attests on a personal knowledge 
basis or to the satisfaction of the Director to the previous timely 
mailing or transmission. If the correspondence was sent by 
facsimile transmission, a copy of the sending unit's report 
confirming transmission may be used to support this statement. 



The petition satisfies the above requirements of 37 CFR 1.8(b). Accordingly, the holding of abandonment for 
failure to timely file a reply to the Office action of December 08, 2009 is hereby withdrawn and the application 
restored to pending status.
